Brother F. A. and

at Norton, Virginia after bat- 
tling with the devil for about 
seven weeks. They came to the

TEXT—“Go ye therefore, and teach all nations.” 


F. J. Lee, General Overseer. 


Jesus had told His _ disciples 
before His death that they 


should meet Him in Galilee af- 
ter He had risen, they did so, 
and while there, He gave them 
some wonderful instructions. 
He said that they should go un- 
to all the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature, which 
means both Jew and Gentile. 
He also intimates that by their 
preaching they should make be- 
lievers, and that these believers 
should be baptized in water. 
This of course was to be a sign 
or an open annunciation to the 
world that they had accepted 
the Lord Jesus Christ as their 
Saviour. Not that this was to be 
the only sign, but other signs 
were to follow the believers, 
they were to speak with new 
tongues, cast out devils, heal 
the sick, take up serpents and 
if they drank any deadly thing 
it should not hurt them. These 
belong to believers made by the 
preaching of the gospel, and as 
the gospel message was to go 
into all the world it naturally 
implies that the same results 
shall follow believers in every 
part of the world. 

He also stated that in giving 
to the many different nations 
the gospel, they should teach 
them to observe all things, 
which He had commanded them 
to teach and observe. Thus 
showing that all things binding 
upon the early Christians are 
equally binding upon every be- 
liever made by this teaching. He 
stated further for their comfort 
and strength, that He would be 
with them alway. Other words 
all along this way even unto 
the end of the world. Thisshould 
be enough to settle any inquir- 
ing mind, that the Pentecostal 
blessings continue to the end of 
this present gospel dispensa- 
tion world. Another thing they 
were to observe was that they 
should baptize in the name of 
the Father and of the Son and 
of the Holy Ghost. On the con- 
ditions of their doing this thing, 
He would be with them even un- 
to the end of the world. 

All Power 

Go Ye Therefore. — Other 
words, for this reason go. Since 
He has all power in heaven and 
earth, He is able to grant unto 
them the power for service and 
for doing all that He had men- 
tioned that believers would do. 

It takes the full gospel to 
bring full results. The writer of 
Hebrews states that, “It first 
began to be spoken by the Lord, 
and was confirmed unto us by 
them that heard him; God also 
bearing witness, both with 
signs and wonders, and with 
divers miracles, and gifts of the 
Holy Ghost, according to His 
own will.” “Bearing witness” not 
them witness. “Them” is an in- 
serted word. 

God confirmed the gospel un- 
to us (the saints of a later date) 
by them that heard Him, (the 
saints living at the time He was 
on earth.) It was confirmed with 
many signs, wonders, miracles 
and gifts, through the believers, 
the saints of a later date, ac- 
cording to His will not that it 
was once according to His will 
but that it is now and at all 
times. 

If the Church has often fal- 
tered in her world-wide task, it 


is not her Master’s fault. He 
gave the universal vision | in- 
alienable endorsement. He

The Lord has not en- 
endowed the Church with 
money. Peter speaking to the 
cripple, said, “Silver and gold 
have | none, but such as | have 
give | thee.” He gave to the 
man of that which had been 
given to him. This is the en- 
dowment of the Church today. 
Such things as mentioned 
above, and follow believers. 

Let us imagine a very rich old 
man whose money is beyond e- 
numeration, he looks upon a 
certain enterprise and _ says I 
have my millions and I will 
make an endowment to. this 
cause, you can have money for 
every cause. Now suppose the 
trustees and leaders should say. 
“This is too good to be true, I 
just can’t believe this,’ there- 
fore they go on in poverty. 

Is this not like the Church of 
Godtoday? Themightyone says 
1 am rich, “all power is given 
into my hand in heaven and 
earth go therefore.” He ‘says 
that His storehouse is full. He 
Says, ask and ye shall receive. 
Knock and it shall be opened. 
Seek and ye shall find. 


While He has said that He has 
set these things in the Church 
He further says covet earnestly 
the best gifts. It took these 
things to make a complete 
Church when it was first placed 
on the earth and He has not 
called them from the Church 
to this day. He led forth . cap- 
tivity captive and gave gifts to 
men. Thus showing that the 
work of fully equipping and en- 
dowing the Church could not be 
complete till He had died and 
risen again and given gifts tc 
men. He gave the Holy Ghost 
and with Him comes many 
other gifts for the endowment 
of His church. Paul says, now 
there are diversities of gifts. 
but by the same spirit. Some of 
these are the gift of tongues, 
interpretation, gifts of healing 
which doubtless carries with it 
discernment, faith to cast out 
devils. There are many other 
gifts spoken of in the Word be- 
sides the nine mentioned. Paul 
says, “We have many members 
in one body, and all members 
have not the _ same _ office.” 
Speaking of the physical bodv 
of man, using it for illustration. 
So we, being many are one body 
in Christ. Now since the mem- 
bers of the natural body have 
not the same office also the 
members of the Church, have 
not the same office. Speaking of 
the different gifts, He says hav- 
ing then gifts differing accord- 
ing to the grace that is given us. 
He then names them, I will 
quote from the Syriac Version.

These are some 
of the gifts that are set in the 
Church and without these very 
prominent ones we would have 
no Church. You will notice that 
I have inserted gift in brackets 
to make the meaning clear, yet 
it retains the thought.

I ¢eel that'it wili be well \ to 
call the attention of the 
churches to the thought of. who 
should be recommended to the 
ministry. Have you ever stop- 
ped to think how easy it is for 
the rank of our ministry to go 
to seed? I mean by this that we 
may recommend to the ministry 
so rapidly and without very 
much real, genuine considera- 
tion until we have many on re- 


cord who call themselves 
preachers but can’t “preach a 
lick.” 


It appears that the conception 
some have of what it is to 
preach is that if he can testify 
he should have papers. There 
are many who can testify, jump 
and shout, but can’t even ex- 
hort. Then why should the 
chureh be so ready to set forth 
one like this to the ministry? 
One like the above mentioned 
should not have Exhorters 
license, to say nothing of Evan- 
‘gelist papers. 

I would not think of holding a 
man down who has the burning 
zeal within him to preach. But 
I believe that if he has the zeal 
strong enough.he will go to 
preaching if the church never 
sets him forth. He will prove to 
the world that he can preach. 

Often we receive questionnair- 
es and in answer to the ques- 
tion, How long have you been 
preaching? They will say, “I 
have never preached.” How do 
you know, or how does the 
church know whether ornotyou 
can preach? Why in the name 
of common sense did you not 
preach for six months or a year 
before you let the church set 
you forth? And to the church, 
why do you so hastily set the 
applicants forth, just because 
he can testify a little? It is very 
important that these should 
first be proved as the Word 
teaches. This is only a mild 
hint, that the churches should 
know who to recommend. 





It may be possible that some 
people who are out side the 
Church of God have some of 
these minor gifts, yet they 
know nothing of the real solid 
gifts that compacts the Church. 
The disciples found a certain

This 
was of course a sad disappoint- 
ment indeed, but there was 
something still more disappoint- 
ing to him when he found that 
the Lord had departed from 
him. The Vampire Bat will fan 
its victim to sleep, while it 
sucks its blood, just as sin does 
its deathly work to PARALYZE 
a precious soul, yet that person 
may not be aware of it until it 
is too late. The story of Sam- 
son ever stands as a warning to 
us to avoid even the appearance 
of sin. If we will study his Vic- 
tory—Defeat—And Death; and 
the fact that many great and 
mighty men have fallen and 
bleached their bones along life’s 
pathway, proves to us that SIN 
will always pay its WAGES. 
Oh what a calamity for a man 
to wake up and find that the 
Lord has departed from him. 
Samson’s life may be divided in- 
to three chapters: ist Victory, 
2nd Defeat, 3rd Death. 

VICTORY:—He was blessed 
by Godly parents, was a Naza- 
rene from birth, he grew up in 
the knowledge of God. His 
name signified “Distinguished, 
or Strong,” and he proved his 
title in the camp of Dan and 
among the Lords of the Philis- 
tines. He killed a lion as easily 
as a kid, and carried the gate of 
the city, bars and all, up the 
hill.

No man can 
take fire into his hands and not 
be burned. It began with an un- 
holy alliance, and little by little 
the binding cords of sin were 
wound around this mighty man 
of God.

Temptation is not sin, but an 
invitation to sin; and if harbor- 
ed for even a moment is liable 
to result in your Spiritual down- 
fall. Oh, precious souls, do not

Samson says, I will shake 
myself as at other times, for he 
wist not that the Lord had de- 
parted from him. Oh what a 
spectacle to see the preacher 
shake himself as at other times, 
but the Holy Ghost has depart- 
ed. Sin is like a beautiful sirene, 
when she tempts, but as_ ugly 
as a raw-boned hog when the 
prey is in her grasp. The lovely 
tresses become snakes, and the 
dove-like eyes become as_ the 
eyes of a viper. 

Now there are two classes of 
backsliders; there is one class 
who is perfectly honest with 
God and man, and when they 
find that the Lord has departed 
from them they acknowledge 
the fact and either ask for pray- 
er or retire from the victory 
side, or the amen pew. Then 
there is another class, who go 
out and shake themselves and 
just keep on shaking them- 
selves and shaking themselves, 
instead of coming back to the 
altar, they try to manifest a 
spirit of victory, but if you will 
notice they are always in a class 
to themselves; for their demon- 
strations no longer move upon 
any one, no longer have any 
grip or influence, their power is 
gone. The Holy Ghost will 
shake things up as sure as you 
live, but when He moves there 
is always something doing, but 
we must leave these to the in- 
finite mercy of the great God of 
the universe. 








Poor Samson, his enemies 
triumphed over him, how often 
they had plotted his ruin but 
failed; but now they had him. 
They bound him with fetters of 
brass, they put his eyes out, 
they made him grind in the 
prison house. Now the first 
thing that happens to a_back- 
slider, he loses his power. If he 
is a preacher he may use the 
same sermons,the samephrase- 
ology, he may shout as loud 
and jump as high as ever, but 
no one is ever heard to say, 
“Men and brethren what must 
we do?” 

They put Samson’s eyes out. 
Now the second thing that 
happens to a _backslider, 
he loses his vision. If the light 
that is in thee become darkness, 
how great is that darkness. 
There is no fresh revelations, no 
new insight into the Word of 
God. The old sermons, the old 
testimonies, the old prayers 
have lost their grip. The third 
thing that happens to a_ back- 
slider is that he loses his liber- 
ty. Sinis not only BLINDING, 
but BINDING. 

Where the Spirit of the Lord 
is there is liberty and of course 
where the Spirit of the Lord is 
NOT there is BONDAGE. Yes, 
they not only bound him, blind- 
ed him, took away his eyesight 
and bound him with fetters of

Now the fourth thing that 
happens to a backslider is that 
he becomes a sport anda _ by- 
word to the unconverted peo- 
ple around him, just as Sam- 
son did. He became a sport and 
a byword to the enemies of Je- 
hovah. Is this the Samson of 
which we were afraid? Is this 
the preacher who made us 
tremble when he preached on 
sin and the judgment? And Lo, 
he has become like other men. 
His life is now formal and pow- 
erless, no peace, no joy, no 
power, just GRIND, GRIND, 
GRIND. Poor Samson, he might 
have died in this sorrowful 
plight, but Oh the great infin- 
ite mercy and love of the Al- 
mighty God is as high as the 
heavens and deeper than the 
deepest sea, thank God. Say, 
backslider, Jesus Christ came to 
the world of mankind that had 
drenched the world in each oth- 
er’s blood, they had made Pas- 
sion their potentate, and mat- 
ters their God. Man had made 
a mess of the whole thing. Man 
was doomed, yea forever doom- 
ed to everlasting destruction. I 
say He came to just such a 
world to redeem it from sins 
terrible polution, and lift poor 
weak, fallen humanity to that 
high and exalted position that 
he lost in Eden, when man was 
driven forth to die. The antedi 
luvian world gave itself up to 
eating, drinking, marrying and 
giving in marriage, they were 
created to glorify God, but they 
worshipped the creature; they 
minded the flesh and brought 
the flood upon the earth. Sodom 
and Gomorrah transgressed 
God’s law, and the cities of the 
plains were destroyed. But God 
sent His Son from His presence 
to redeem just such a_ world, 
and span the chasm between 
man and God. 

Oh backslider, if you are 
reading these lines, won’t you 
retrace your steps and hurried- 
ly make your way back to _ the 
mercy seat of God, yea, run for 
your life.

all ages? I say, won’t you come 
back home to die no more? 
Samson prayed that heart 
breaking prayer, “O Lord re- 
member me, I pray thee!” God 
heard his cry, and the roof -with 
about three thousand people 
crashed down upon that great 
company of Philistines and they 
all died, so you see he slew at 
his death more than he slew in 
his life. You need not think be- 
cause you have made a failure 
to stand the test that you can- 
not be of any more service for 
God. Don’t you remember the 
way that Jesus came to His dis- 
ciples after they had toiled all 
the night and had caught noth- 
ing how that He said, “cast 
your net on the right side”. and 
Peter said, “nevertheless at thy 
word I will let down the net” 
and they inclosed a great multi- 
tude of fishes. Right in the very 
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to testify, the very place where 
you have failed to live Holi- 
ness, God can so fill you’ with 
the Holy Ghost that you will be 
a power for Him. 

Right here in the very same 
place, in the same old way, 
with the same old nets they 
were willing to change masters 
from self to Jesus. Launch out 
into the Deep. Some interpret 
this to mean, get in deeper 
water, but I believe the disciples 
were familiar with all waters in 
these regions and knew where 
the fish collected themselves be- 
cause they were fishermen by 
occupation. I believe the secret 
of their success was, they were 
doing for themselves at thei 
command, and now they were 
doing it for Jesus, at His com- 
mand. Oh dear fallen one Jesus 
Christ will walk with the Mag- 
delenes and the out casts He 
will Grace Poverty, yea He will 
lift every poor, torn, bleeding 
heart to full fellowship with 
Him if you will only give Him 
one more chance. Yea, He is the 
meek and lowly Nazarene, yea, 
the Mighty God, the everlasting 
Father, the Prince of Peace. My 
God, save the backsliders. Yea 
His blood ran down His wound- 
ed side while dying on Calvary, 
to heal your backsliding, bless 
His name. 

There is a chilling wave 
creeping over the Church that 
is cooling the ardor of many 
Christians, which if we are not 
rescued from will result in 
death. Many good Christians 
have taken the three steps 
which Peter took, denying their 
Lord and consequently the land 
is filled today with backsliders 
and chronic seekers. It is apall- 
ing. It is enough to drive the 
true followers to their knees, 
for an old fashioned heaven 
sent, sin-killing, soul satisfying 
revival. My God! the altars are 
barren, the schools are full of 
destructive criticism, society is 
reeking with uncleanness, and 
we have practically a low 
standard of morals. And say 
brethren, unless we have a Bible 
revival fresh from the skies, 
yea a revival of REGENERA- 
TION and FULL SALVATION, 
it won’t be long until iniquity 
will be full to the brim out 
yonder in the soon tomorrow. 
Oh if the wayward, backsliding. 
Christ denying followers could 
only get one look at the Christ 
whom they have denied, such a 
look as Peter got that sad night 
after the cock crew, which re- 
minded him of his Lord’s say- 
ing. One look from that inno- 
cent face, broke his heart and 
he went out and wept bitterly. I 
say if you could get one look 
such as Peter got you would 
surely make haste to be recoun- 
ciled to God. 


But I say if hearts vould be 
broken, and fountains of tears 
be opened to flow, there would 
a return of the backslidden to 
the fold. There would be rejoic- 
ing in the house of God. Yea, 
there would be shouting and 
weeping for joy in the house of 
the Lord where silence has 
reigned so long, Oh Holiness 
professors! listen- When you 
find a lack of interest in the 
Bible, and in secret prayer, and 
Holy devotion, beware. Public 
prayer is good and necessary, 
but secret prayer, away off 
some where is to be openly re- 
warded. I find it pays to be still, 
and wait upon the Lord some 
times. “Be still and know that I 
am God: I will be exalted 
among the heathen, I will be ex- 
alted in the earth.” Psalms 
46:10.

The Church had only 
been set in order there for a 
short while. They only had a 
small place there to worship In, 
so it became necessary to find 
a larger place. The people were 
ready to do what they could and 
soon we had a large building 
rented on Main street near the 
center of town. Performed a lot 
of hard work getting things pre- 
pared. Telegraphed for Sister 
Marie Pickett, of Benton, Illi- 
nois, to assist us in singing and 
music, and opened fire on the 
enemy. We had a _ well filled 
house, many of the _ business 
men attending. With the ex- 
ceptions of a few times during 
the severe weather, just before 
the holidays, when people were 
so busy shopping. 7” 

We had a nice little program 
on Christmas day, and about 
150 well filled stockings, for 
the poor children. 100 of these 
were made and filled by friends 
of ours at the Norton Hotel, 
who were not members of the 
church and some not even 
Christians. Therefore, we appre- 
ciated it even more highly. 
There was a toy in each stock- 
ing, besides a lot of other gu :d 
things. Sister Pickett, had 
charge of the program and I 
can say she doesn’t come bhe- 
hind with her calling. We appre- 
ciate her so much. She is 2 fine 
musician and singer. She also 
shall have her reward. 

We also remembered the or- 
phans as requested on Christ- 
mas day, with an offering, and 
likewise presented to a brother, 
who was nearly blind, a_ large 
box of groceries and other good 
things, which we had the peo- 
ple to bring in and which were 
received by the brother, joyful- 
ly. 

We had a _ wonderful out- 
pouring of the Spirit from the 
Lord on several occasions. Pen- 
tecostal people of several dif- 
ferent bodies being present. The 
Lord blessed us together and 
we love them all. 

Eleven were saved, several 
sanctified and filled with the 
Spirit. Also organized a _ good 
Sunday school, introducing ‘he 
orphanage march and birthday 
offering. We were glad to have 
the State Overseer visit us, and 
after having the load well vp 
the hill, left it for him to briag, 
over the top. And I hear the end 
is not yet. There was a time set 
for baptizing but the creek was 
frozen over and a big snow on 


the ground, so it was postponed. 
Brother Money, the pastor as- 
sisted us in every way he could. 

The people of Hiawatha, W. 
Virginia had written for us, SO 
on January 20th, we packed and 
pulled out for Hiawatha. Arriv- 
ed about dark tired and worn 
out, but found light, warmth 
and comfort at the home of 
Brother and Sister Akers. They 
have a nice large home, but 
their hearts are even iarger yet. 
They take all that comes and 
can always make room: for one 
more. They will not be weighed 
in the balance and found want- 
ing, for not having shown hos- 
pitality, I am sure. 

Then having rested a couple 
of days, started in another bat- 
tle Saturday night. Brother 
Bowles and myself taking night 
about preaching. In answer to 
prayer, the Lord began convict- 
ing souls and from the begin. 
ning the altar was well filled 
with seekers, until at present 
there are twenty-four seekers. 
Twenty have been saved, ten 
sanctified and four or five filled 
with the Spirit. The best unity 
prevailing I ever saw. Quite a 
few of the Pentecostal Holiness 
Church folks, also a_ Baptist 
minister, have labored faithful- 
ly with us; there has been no 
friction, because there is Oil 
(joy and gladness) in the box— 
(Heart). The meeting has been 
going on a little over two weeks 
and we do not know what the 
future holds, but we think we 
hear an abundance of rain.
